Claims 4, 6 and 7 depend an claim 1, which is drawn to an ester. However, the said claims contain limitation directed to further limit a 
composition. Thus, it is unclear if the invention is a composition or a compound. Since the independent claims is drawn to a compound, 
it is unclear what is the composition that is being limited in the said claims, thus the said composition claims are unsearchable. 

Claims 9, 10 and 11 depend on an independent claim 8, which is drawn to a method of preparation. Nonetheless, claims 9,10 and 1 1 are 
drawn to limit a product Thus it is unclear if the invention is a compound or method or preparation. Therefore claims 9, 10, and 11 are 
unclear and unsearchable. 

Claims 21-25 are directed to a composition nonetheless it is unclear what are the components of the said composition. For instance the 
term catalyst embraces multiple possibilities and it is unclear what can satisfy the limitations of the said composition. Since the 
components of the said composition are not clearly defines the said composition is unsearchable.

2. Qtations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 12 and 13 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Mozingo et al, as described in 
CAPLUS AN 1948:10287 forJACS 70, pp 229-231 (1948). Mozingo etal disclosed methyl p-tokate laving a registry nnmber 99-75-2. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 12 and 131ack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Arendt etal, US patent 5990214. Arednt 
discloses diethyiene glycol and other glycol esters of tohric acid its use as plasticizers. 

Claims 14-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the composition 
described in the said claims. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 8, 12, 13 and 14-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial appHcability because the 
subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry.
